Ydu've been on my mind for soma reason lately. With a few minutes 
before having to leave on a chore (I’m still going on the same work at close 
to the same pace), this belated letter. 

I toink possibly it is because Paul Hothermel hes left Hunt that 
you came back to mind. I got to know and like Paul, thanks to you. Let me tell 
you what I think l never did. 

With the letter you sent me, 1 knew he wanted to see ni 9 . However, 
there nor© two problems, aside from time, which remains a prcblem: I didn't went 
to go there het in hand, and 1 hadn't the funds. However, in November 1963, I 
got hold oi some filing that was going to be published that was an enormous defs— 
mation of the alder Hunt. I was then on a speaking trip (i *ve never had an 
invitation from your city, but 1 have spoken in Dallas and been well received). 

Tae closest stop was New Orleans, ",'hile there 1 phoned Paul. Mg told me that if 
I'd wait or. hour, any time thereafter I got to the ticket counter et the airport 
there' d be a round-trip ticket waiting for ne. He said to let him know what plane 
I'd be on and he or someone else w uld meet me. By coincidence, 1 had a British 
correspondent friend also going to Dallas, and he wanted my help, jo, ± useu only 
the ticket. While in Dallas 1 met x'aul handed him what ^ knew he'd want (and lie 
was glad to get it) and got to interview some of the people I’d always wanted to 
speak to. ^unt offered to see me b -t, f.-Slishly, 1 suggested test if ha had only 
limited time to spare, he might better want to spend that time seeing tae British 
correspondent, who 1 knew wanted to meet him. As it turned out, this guy got bogged 
down and couldn t keep, his appointment. So, although I did him a considerable favor, 
and he was gracious lif nothing else come of it), I didn't eet to see the old boy. 

then I’ve done a few mere things for him, through Paul. For example, 
I ve gotten from tne v.arren Commission files all but one of the documents mention- 
ing him and hia family of wiich the Archiw e knows end mores in number than they 
knew they had that I got on my own# 

Y/ith Paul gone, 1 no longer have any contact thero. 

% O’™ work continues. I nave completed two books of a trilogy on the 
autopsy anc what relates (and, although tnis is not a commercial subject, it is the 
essence) and have the third researched. Can't get them printed. I've completed a 
very large, two-part book called COUP D'STAT (and the title was stolon after I copy- 
righted it) dealing with all throe major assassinations in the first half and the 
•^ing/Hay case in the second. I've done most of tne research end a little of tue 
writing of AGBNT OS’.VALD. And many other things. One of tne autopsy books is the 
most thorough exposure of Ramsey Clerk yet. I'm surprised some of those 7 /ho ere not 
fond of him have not heard of it and had the interest to see thst I can print if.

Believe me, tney made this stuff up, 
almost v/ithout exce tion, and where there as the faintest association with 
reality it was clearly contrived, known to be false, and purely for attractirg 
attention to themseuves and enhancing their chances of commercializing on it. 
Disgusting beyond the capacity nave for condemning it. 

V/e are okay, tiring from wnat we have undertaken, deeper in debt, 
aging more rapidly than we should, feeling tha tensions, but going down the 
same road with a firm step. 

But it i3 a lonely road.
